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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1. In the proposed After Final amendment filed on 6/1/04, the new limitations added to 
Claim 7 (at line 4) narrow the scope of the claimed invention. The phrase of "substantially 
solid", particularly the term of "substantially", raises new issues requiring further consideration 
by the examiner at least to the extent as to what degree the "elongated ferromagnetic rods" must 
be solid. Furthermore, applicant(s) added new Claims 33-44 without canceling any 
corresponding number of claims. Therefore, the amendment as a whole will not be entered and 
does not place the application in condition for allowance. 

2. It is noted that although the examiner fully considered the amendment filed on 6/1/04, the 
amendment does fully comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.121.
